METZ, France, June 3. — Three 
Nazis bicycling in French territory 
near the defense works afound 
Saareguimines were arrested and 
jailed yesterday by French mobile 
guards,

WEIRD STORY OF 
GANG'S DEATH SUPPER 


Bootlegger’s Feet Encased in 
Cement Before He Was 
Drowned, Report Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

PROVIDENCE, June _ 3.—State 
police and Providence detectives to- 
day sought verification of an under- 
world tale which relates that Danny 
Walsh, liquor syndicate chief, was 
stood in a tub of cement until it 
hardened about his feet then 


thrown alive into the sea. 


They hoped to get details of the 
disappearance of Walsh from Ar- 
thur Rowland, 43 years old, former 
liquor boat skipper of Bridgeport, 
Conn., who, police said, admitted 
he attended the “death supper” to 
Walsh at the Bank Cafe in War 
wick on Feb. 2, 1933. Walsh was 
never seen alive after that night. 

Rowland has also admitted, police 
said, he was present at a Boston 
Hotel. when a $40,000 ransom was 
paid for Walsh. Another “death 
supper’ guest, police said, was Carl 
Rettich, Walsh’s former’ partner, 
now under indictment for the $129,- 
000 Fall River mail robbery. He 
was also present at the ransom pay- 
off, they said. 

Police have never established the 
reason for Walsh's supposed mur- 
der. Whether it was in. retaliation 
or in a cold-blooded plot to raise

money. Nor have they 
themselves that any of the “death 
supper” guests betrayed the liquor 
syndicate operator. 

The underworld’s story of his tor- 
ture death persists, however. Walsh 
was taken out in a boat, the tale 
runs, and, with his feet in the wet 
cement, forced to watch it harden 
into the weight that would drag 
him to the bottom of the sea. 

Questioning of Rowland, resumed 
today, has led to no _ disclosures 
that promise immediate arrests, 
Lieut. Ernest F. Stenhouse of the 
State police said. 


NEW YORK CITY CRIME IN 1934 


Almost 100,000 More Arrests Than 
in Previous Year. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 3.—Major 
crimes in New York City increased 
15 per cent last year over 1933, it 
was disclosed yesterday in the an- 
nual police ‘report made public by 
Commissioner Lewis J. Valentine. 
There were almost 100,000 more ar- 
rests in 1934 than in the previous 
year, the report showed. 

Murders and manslaughters, how- 
ever, dropped from 431 in 1933 to 
359 in 1934. A large share of the 
increase in major crimes was ac- 
counted for by a sharp rise in the 
number of burglary cases reported.

STRATOSPHERE EQUIPMENT 
ASSEMBLED AT RAPID CITY 


Balloon Ascension From Black 
Hills Valley to Start After 
Wednesday. 

By the Associated Press. 

RAPID CITY, 8S. D., June 3.—A 
ton of scientific equipment for the 
proposed stratosphere expedition 
was assembled today at the flight 
camp in the Black Hills Valley. The 
3,700,000 cubic foot balloon, largest 
ever constructed, has been unloaded? 
and preparations for the ascent are 
virtually complete. 

Capt. Albert W. Stevens, com- 
mander and scientific observer, and 
Capt. Orvil A. Anderson, pilot, said 
they expected the flight would last 
12 hours or more with the bal- 


loon reaching a height of 14 miles 
or more. 

Executives of the National Geo- 
graphic Society and Army Ajr 
Corps, co-sponsors of the flight, set 
Wednesday as the deadline for fin- 
ishing final details. After that the 
takeoff will be made on the first 
favorable day. 

Maj. C. A. McAllister, one of 
the army officers assigned to the 
flight corps, planned to fly to Chi- 
cago today to bring back liquid ox- 
ygen and liquid nitrogen from 
which air will be “manufactured” 
to sustain life while the balloonists 
are locked in the metal gondola. 

The last of the scientific instru- 
ments—two spectographs to meas- 
ure light rays in the upper air— 
were due today or tomorrow from 
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the laboratory at Rochester, N. Y.

RUSSIAN SUPREME COURT GIVES 
RULING ON RELIGIOUS TEACHING 


Year's Imprisonment for Anyone In- 
structing Children in Rites With- 
out Parents’ Consent.

LENINGRAD, U.S. S. R., June 3. 
~The Supreme Court ruled yester- 
day that relatives or others who 
teach religious rites to children 
without consent of their parents 
were subject to a. year’s imprison- 
ment and confiscation of their 
property, 

The decision was interpreted as 
intended to destroy the influence of 
grandparents and others of older 
generations over children whose 
parents. have abandoned religious 
beliefs. 

The Communist Party newspaper 
Communism would not destroy the 
family, but the family would con- 
tinue to exist, based on the com- 
plete equality of man and woman. 
Love, it said, will be a’ necesary 
family tie just as it is under other 
social systems. It declared Soviet

MONTREAT, N. C., June. 3.—A

ATTACK BY HITLER 
AID ON CATHOLICISM 


Rosenberg, Also Warns Protest- 
ants They Must Follow 
“20th Century Doctrine.” 


By the Associated Press. 
SCHWERIN, Germany, June 3.— 
An open attack on Catholicism and 


Protestantism in Germany was 
made yesterday by Alfred Rosen- 
berg, Reichsfuehrer Hitler's confi- 
dential aid. 

“Nazis cannot be invited to pray 
at the feet of Catholic priests,” 
Rosenberg told 200 cheering party 
leaders assembled here. 

He made the Catholic religion a 
target for attacks based on the 
still pending trial of 48 nuns and 
monks accused of smuggling cur- 
rency from the country. 

“Those nuns and monks don, 
know what the word Germany 
means,’ Rosenberg asserted. “They 
only know the interests of their 
clique and the medieval idea of 
state. 

“But the Nazis’ ascent to power | 
put an end to the Middle Ages. It 
is the treasonably Catholic 
tralist party which wants to be con- 
demned by German history.” 

Rosenberg, the leader of neo- 
paganism, referred to Protestant 
church doctrine in turning against 
the Protestant confessional synod 
“We must point out to 
these representatives of an honored 
period that the Lutheran confes- 
sion, too, was the revolution that 
means our forefathers claimed the 
right to mold their conception for 
their time according to periodical 
necessities.” 

“According to this principle,” 
Rosenberg continued, “these people 
must now realize Germans living 
today must follow the doctrine of 
the twentieth century, our period, 
with all consequences.”

He Points to Insull Case and 
Pleads for Passage of 
Wheeler-Rayburn Bill.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—In the 
manner of a school teacher but 
with his own style of invective, 
Senator Norris (Rep.), Nebraska, 
today lectured the Senate about

“Strays,” I call them, for they 
show up unexpectedly and usually 
are very puzzling to the diagnosti- 
cian. In a manufacturing plant, 
where the workers are exposed to 
lead, the physician is on the look- 
out for this form of poisoning, 
thinks of it immediately when anv- 
one falls ill, so most probably all 
the cases are spotted. But the 
private physician isn't thinking of 
lead poisoning—or poisoning at all, 
for that matter—and the cases fre- 
quently go unrecognized. 

Dental Plate. 

In one instance of which I knew 
a man absorbed lead from a dental 
plate It was not recognized for 
some time, and in the meantime he 
went on wearing the plate and ab- 
sorbing lead from it, and getting 
worse. 

Cases due to the use of face pow- 
der containing lead are seen every 
once in a while. Lead gives a pe- 
culiar metallic luster to face pow- 
der, and makes it sticky so that it 
stavs on the face longer. But con-

So it was to one of the great 
mystery stories in the American 
legend that the wills of the Borden 
sisters were added as an appendix. 
They had lived estranged for more 
than a quarter of a century, Lizzie 
standing her ground in a large, 
ugly, shuttered house in her own 
Fall River, Emma moving over to 
Newmarket, N. H., whence she 
made two trips a year up to Bos- 
ton, once in the spring to put her 
fur coat in storage and -.once in the 
fall to take it out again. Emma's 
death followed nine days after the 
death of her more distinguished 
sister. They each left a consider- 
able fortune, for the Borden girls 
came into some hundreds of thou- 
sands by the sudden and (to him, 
at least) unexpected death of their 
acquisitive father. 

What will interest the psycholo- 
gists most is the evidence in Lizzie 
Borden's will that she had spent 
much of her: recluse life in animal 
rescue work. Half her residuary 
estate seals a friendship formed in 
that work. Then she made two 
bequests to charity, but neither ben- 
eficiary was an organization 
touched by merely human woe. The 
sum of $2000 went to the Animal 
Rescue League of Washington, D. 
C. and the sum of $30,000 went to 
the Animal Rescue League of Fall 
River.

BRILLIANT SUMMER FASHIONS FOR MEN 


—— 


T HE value of Palm Beach as a 
sort of unofficial preview of au- 
thentic fashions for the coming 
summer cannot be overestimated. 
The consistency of these forecasts 
in the past leaves little question as 
to their reliability as a sound foun- 
dation for summer fashions in the 
future. This year, for the first time 
since 1928, Palm Beach resembled 
its former self before the depres- 
sion. Hotels were filled to capacity, 
beach clubs were packed, night 
clubs were crowded and, with the 
repeal of prohibition, the newly 
inaugurated cocktail hour proved 
quite popular. It was a perfect set- 
ting for fashion observations. 

Perhaps the most important gen- 
eral note in men’s fashions was the 
increased acceptance of nonchal- 
ance in dress. During the days, 
very informal sports clothing was 
worn and the same type of dress 
was even in evidence at the cock- 
tail hour. In the evenings, of 
course, dinner clothes were worn. A 
detailed review, providing the key 
to the authentic fashions for the 
summer of 1935, follows: 

. > . 

SUITS. The popularity that has 
been won for lightweight washable 
clothing will go far toward paving 
the way to an increased measure of 
acceptance for colored linen suits 
in such shades as navy blue, Ha- 
vana brown, light gray and natural 
tan. These colors have an advan- 
tage over light colored clothing 
both in practicality and fashion- 
ability. Silk suits in natural color 
flat and Shantung weaves, intro- 
duced at Palm Beach last year, 
were even more predominant this 
season, indicating a vogue for this 
fabric among certain types of well 
dressed men. These suits will be 
seen in the same colors mentioned 
with reference to linen suits. 

Gabardine was also worn in vari- 
ous colors, the most important be- 
ing the natural tan and Havana 
brown shades, although light grav- 
green and slate gray were worn in 
this fabric. For extreme hot weath- 
er, seersucker, Palm Beach and cot- 
ton fabrics will be in demand, but 
instead of the usual white and solid 
colors, definite patterns such as 
shepherd's checks and Glen Urqu- 
harts will be seen grav, brown, 
blue and other shades. Another im- 
portant fabric is flannel—-in solid 
color gray and chatk stripe gray, 
while tropical worsteds in patterns 
similar to the hard worsteds worn 
for town will also be good. 

As to the model, the double- 
breasted jacket in all these suit- 
ings should be far more popular 
than the single-breasted Many of 
these suits will have the new long 
roll lapel, with the jacket 30 inches 
long and carrying either a center 
or side vents. Single-breasted mod- 
els will be in the _ three-button 
notched lapel style with plain vent- 
ed backs and many of the jackets 
will carry patch pockets. Trousers 
are cut a bit fuller than previously 
and we find the cuff running from 
18's to 19 inches in width with the 
knee approximately 23 inches wide.

Round collars and 
tab collars will of course be quite 
prevalent, while mesh shirts in 
checked and striped patterns should 
be especially popular this summer. 
Fine silk broadclicths in solid colors 
are also good for town wear and 
will be seen with white laundered 
collars as well as with soft collars 
which match the shirts. 

Linen shirts with a definite rough 
finish are almost certain to be much 
in vogue. These of course will be 
in solid colors, and it may be men- 
tioned at this point that the shirt- 
ing colors which suggest themselves 
as the most promising are_ tans, 
blue. gray, yellow and oxblood, in 
the order named. As for patterns, 
the widespread collar was worn by 
many Englishmen in Nassau in 
fine Glen Urquharts on. a broad- 
cloth ground—a pattern suitable for 
both town and country wear. The 
candy striped shirt, a favorite of 
long standing, is again prominent 
in the fashion picture, but this time 
in definite bold colors in even 
stripes of blue and white, gray and 
white, brown and white, yellow and 
white, pink and white and green 
and white. These shirts were seen 
with medium pointed collars,.round 
collars attached and the new wide- 
spread collars attached.

NECKWEAR. Regimental and 
club stripes are coming more and 
more into their own and today sees 
them generally accepted by the ma- 
jority of men with any degree of 
clothes-consciousness. This neck- 
wear, in uncommon color combina- 
tions, will undoubtedly continue in 
favor throughout the summer, Fou- 
lard ties will be popular in polka 
dot patterns of unusual size and 
color, rather than the small geo- 
metric patterns of a few seasons 
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ago. Definite patterns on dark 
grounds, such as black, madder 
brown, deep blue and corn color, 
were very much in vogue at Palm 
Beach. 

A new note in neckwear is pro- 
vided by India corah silk ties with 
Paisley and foulard patterns. This 
silk has a rough appearance, much 
like that of Shangtung, and the pat- 
terns are exclusively on dark cream 
colored backgrounds. Important, 
too, is the return to solid colored 
rough Shangtung silk neckwear, 
with such shades as tan, red, blue, 
yellow and green much in evidence. 
India madras is still worn by many 
but the newer ties in this material 
are cut across the goods instead of 
on the bias, with the result that the 
varicolored plaids run horizontally 
or vertically instead of diagonally. 

Some interest was shown at Palm 
Beach in the knitted string tie 
which can be expected to gain in- 
creased momentum this summer. 
This is similar to the silk crochet 
tie but is made in a cotton string, 
which is very light in weight, and 
comes only in solid colors. 

Rough woven cotton ties in 
brightly colored flaids are quite 
popular, and the same thing ap- 
plies to Charvet pattern ties in 
foulard, more with reference, how- 
ever, to certain types of well 
dressed men. Bow ties maintain 
their vogue and are seen in foul- 
ard, India madras and striped rep, 
while light weight wool neckwear 
with well spaced dark polka dots 
off light grounds is of considerable 
importance. Large hound’s tooth 
and shepherd's check patterns will 
be featured in all materials and 
colors, and colored Argyle plaids in 
foulard, which have been seen with 
Argyle plaid crepe handkerchiefs 
to match also provide a new note.

HOSIERY—The steady growth 
in popularity of wool hose for sum- 
mer wear is hardly surprising in 
view of the comfort it provides in 
warm weather a fact that has 
long been known to sportsmen in 
the warmer climates. The pastel 
colors that were once so much in 
vogue have disappeared and re- 
placing them we find definite col- 
ors, such as maroon, navy blue, 
taupe, gray and brown, in 6x3 ribs. 
These dark colors ‘provide a per- 
fect contrast to the popular all 
white sports shoe. Horizontal 
stripés have always been worn in 
England, but were seldom seen in 


this country until their present ex- 
tensive popularity brought them to 
the fore in a number of unusual 
color combinations and in all 
widths of stripes. One of the most 
important horizontal stripes ob- 
served in Palm Beach this season 
was the close candy stripe in deep, 
definite colors with alternate white 
stripes. These were not only pop- 
ular in wool but were also seen in 
English lisle. String hose, in the 
natural string color, provide a new 
note to talk about, while Argyle 
plaids in all sizes on white grounds 
are quite popular with college type 
men, 


FOOTWEAR. Rating first con- 
sideration in any discussion of 
footwear for the coming season is 
the brown suede shoe. The impor- 
tance of this shoe cannot be over- 
emphasized. Referred to as buck- 
skin or suede and known in the 
shoe trade today as bucko, this 
shoe is actually a reversed calf— 
by far a better wearing leather than 
either buckskin or suede. The only 
correct and acceptable color is the 
deep orange-brown. This shoe is 
appropriate for both town and re- 
sort wear. The town models are 
made with leather soles in two dis- 
tinct styles, both of which are on 
the same last which has a rounded 
English toe. One style has a per- 
forated toe cap and the other has 
a plain top cap and blucher front; 
in each case the soles are varnished 
black or mahogany. 

Among the important models for 
resort and country wear, the most 
popular is the one that is unlined 
and without toe cap. It has a 
blucher front and crepé soles and 
heels which are varnished black. A 
second important style is the monk 
front model which eliminates the 
lace and carries a buckle at each 
side; it is made with crepe or 
leather soles. A two-eyelet blucher 
front shoe, cut similarly to a riding 
shoe, is a new and _ significant 
model. 

Also worthy of consideration are 
the plain all white unlined  buck- 
skin shoe with no toe cap and the 
brown and white straight tip shoes. 
In the first model, the shoe has red 
or black rubber soles and heels, ‘in 
both cases, the sides of the soles 
being varnished black, and in the 
second model the brown is calfskin 
and the white is buckskin. The 
moccasin type shoe in brown and 


white buckskin Is a new note, while 
the same model in black calf and 
white buckskin is worn for golf. 
The jai alai shoe in all white elk 
or brown reversed calf with gum 
soles is quite popular. 

Although beach wear will be dis- 
cussed in detail later, mention 
should be made here of a new shoe 
for beach wear which is very im- 
portant. It is made in a very light 
weight reversed leather similar to 
buckskin, is unlined and has no toe 
cap. Instead of laces, the front of 
the shoe opens by means of a zip- 
per fastener and the sides of the 
shoe have wide elastic webbing sim- 
ilar to the old-fashioned congress 
gaiter. The soles and heels are 
crepe and, again, the sides of the 
soles are enameled black. This is 
important and well worth watching. 

Also deserving of close attention 
is the slipper which is referred to 
in Europe as a Norwegian model 
but is better known to the Amer- 
ican public as an Indian moccasin. 
This slipper is made in brown calf- 
skin and has a substantial leather 
sole and rather low leather heel. 
It was observed at Palm Beach this 
season on many of the best dressed 
men who often wore it to their 
beach clubs.

BEACH WEAR. Although colored 


Among these colors, dark blue and 
lemon yellow are by far the more 
important. The trousers are cut 
very full with approximately a 22- 
inch bottom and have a regulation 
fly front and two large patch pock- 
ets at the back. They were worn to 
and from the beach, at the cabana, 
for fishing and for general knock- 
about wear. 


Knitted swimming trunks, which 
became popular last winter at Palm 
Beach, have increased considerably 
in favor. They were seen in all solid 
colors, particularly navy blue, wine 
and white. The newest note seen at 
Palm Beach was the lemon yellow 
in a heavy ribbed swimming trunk. 
The stripe that usually decorated 
the side of these knitted swimming 
trunks is gradually being discarded, 
Flannel shorts in gray and blue are 
still of considerable importance, 
while gray, blue and dark brown 
are still seen in gabardine slacks 
and other light weight fabrics. Ths 
high waisted swimming trunk has 
practically disappeared. For those 
who wear a swimming shirt, despite 
the growing vogue for = shirtless 
bathing, a horizontal striped shirt 
cut in moderate proportions is a 
good selection. Such colors as 
navy and red are the most popular. 
Solid colored bathing shirts are 
seen in light blue, white and pale 
yellow. 


SPORT SHIRTS. The importance 
of the colored sport shirt for both 
spectator and active sports wear 
places it high in the category of 
summer sports apparel. These 
shirts were universally worn at 
Palm. Beach, being especially fa- 
vored in light weight knitted wool 
in solid colors of navy blue, dark 
red and light blue. Much interest 
was accorded mesh sports shirts in 
similar colors. The favorite model 
carries the button front, although 
many of the newer ones merely 
have a small loophole at the neck 
and a single button. There were 
also a number of polo shirts with 
regulation polo collar that had no 
opening in front of the neck, simply 
slipping over the head. 


EVENING WEAR. The most im- 
portant note in formal evening 
wear is the white dinner jacket 
made of linen, Palm Beach, silk 
or cotton. It is popular in 
both double and _ single breasted 
models with self-faced shawl col- 
lars. An innovation at Palm Beach 
in these light colored dinner jack- 
ets was seen in the natural cream 
colored silk coats worn by many of 
the better dressed men, providing 
an important fashion feature. All 
of these jackets are worn with 
black or midnight blue dress trou- 
sers of the same material as the 
coat or of regular worsted dress 
goods. 

The elimination of the buttonhole 
on white dinner jackets, making it 
impossible to wear a dark red car- 
nation with the shaw! collar, has 
given rise to a new mode that is 
worthy of note. 

This is the replacement of the 
dark red carnation with a dark red 
silk foulard or fine cotton handker- 
chief, worn in the breast pocket 
of the light colored dinner jacket.
